Q^e losses were almos-t 
entirely among the rural population. Total literates in 1891 exclude 
“persons under instruction” in this os well ns in next tabic. The fluctua- 
tions in the language figures are due to diflerent methods of enumeration. 
Ilinfccts returned as 3farwari, MewSri and DliundhSri haveevidentiy been 
largely included in Hindi at the last census. The increase of persons re- 
turned as speaking Ajmeri is prahably due to more accurate enumeration.

As.se.s.sed taxes. — ^In 1880-1890 tho nveingo was worked out on 10 
yc.ara, but Income Tax only commenced in 188G-87. Increase in income 
from “Interest” in 1902-03 is on account of interest from tnkSvi advances 
made during the famine. 

“llisccllancous” include Customs, Rcgistmlion, Police, Medical, Pen- 
sions, Stationery and Printing, Post Office, otc. In 1902-03 the receipts 
from Customs wore Rs. 13,035, but ns in tho preceding two dec.idcs they 
averaged below Rs. 10,000 thcyhnve been included under “Miscellaneous." 

Incorporated Local Funds include tho District Fund, Dispensary 
Fund, Pound Fund and Pnft/far Fund. The increase in 1002-03 is due 
to the inclusion of tho rccendy sanctioned Govorament grant of Rs. 23,000 
towards tho PalwSr and District Funds, and to tho recovery of cesses sus- 
pended during famine. Excluded Local Funds include the Nash^bad 
Cantonment Fund, Police Clothing Fund, Police Chanda Fund, ChauMddrt 
Fund, R&jputiina Veterinary School Fund, Rajputilna Native Hospital 
Assistants’ Rc.servo Fund, and tho Mayo College Fund. Increase in 
Municipal Funds is due, among other causes, to an increasing population and 
tho raising of limit of octroi refunds. 

For several years in tho decade 1880-90 “Law and Justice” ligui’cs 
were included in “ land Revenue.” Hence p,artly increase in the former and 
decrease in tho latter in the succeeding decade. “ Interest” is on account of 
promissory notes. The item commenced from 1889-90, so there was only 
one year on which to calculate the 10 yenra’ nvorngo. 

“ Superannuation Pensions, etc.” — The amount is shown under this 
head since 1692-93 only. 

“Public AVorks.’— ^Tliose figures are shown separately only since 
1883-84. Recent increase is due to famine works. 

‘Miscellaneous” includes Meteorology, Stamps, Excise, Assessed 
nixes, HcgishiiTOn, Post Office, Opium assignment, Minor departments, 
Stationery and Printing, Customs Administration, Civil Works and Settle* 
ment charges. Settlement charges, amounting to Rs. 25,000, were only 
incurred between 1882 and 1884. ^
